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Open up your wallet for the taxman in FY07 


Residential tax bills will be looking at a $200 bump on average 


WILMINGTON - On average, homeowners can expect their resi- 
dential property taxes to increase by $214 for fiscal year 2007. 

Acting on a recommendation from the Board of Assessors, the 
Board of Selectmen voted to adopt a tax classification shift of 1.83 
for FY07. The tax classification shift is a state-authorized mech- 
anism enabling the Town to more evenly distribute the tax levy 
between Residential properties and Commercial Industrial and 
Personal (CIP) properties by charging CIP properties at a higher 
rate than residential. 

With the classification shift in place, residential properties will 
be taxed at $9.64 per thousand dollars of assessed value, while CIP 
properties will be taxed at $23.26 per thousand dollars of assessed 
value. 

“We're essentially offering the best scenario that we can to the 
residential class,” Wilmington Principal Assessor Humphrey 
“Skip” Moynihan told selectmen on Monday. 

The assessed value of the average home in Wilmington for FY07 
is $401,598, resulting in an average FY07 tax bill of $3,871, 
According to Moynihan, not all homes will experience an increase 
in FY07. Many of the higher priced homes have experienced a 
decrease in value, most likely as a result of a softening market. 
Property assessments for F'Y07 are based on real estate sales from 
January 1, 2005 to December 31, 2005. 

If the Town were not to adopt a tax classification shift, residen- 
tial and CIP properties would each be taxed at $12.71 per thousand 
dollars of assessed vaiue in FY07. The adoption of the 1.83 tax 
Classification for FY07 - the highest shift currently permitted by 
law ’- saves the average residential taxpayer approximately $1,233 
Dmthe average property assessed at $401,598. 

Despite the significant disparity in taxation rates between resi- 
dential and CIP properties, residents continue to watch their tax 
bills increase year after year due to market» conditions. 
Residential property values have skyrocketed in recent years 
while CIP property values have remained stagnant and have even 
decreased, 

That situation may change, however, as Moynihan indicated that 
CIP properties are finally experiencing a spike in values. 

“We may be at the top of a shifting market now, because we're 
starting to see CIP properties that are selling for considerably 
more than they have in the past, and we're obviously seeing a 
slow-down in the residential market place,” Moynihan said. ~

in FY07. As recently as 1999, however, it was the CIP properties 
that consistently carried the bulk of the Town's tax levy. 

In FY94, with a classification shift of 1.45, Residential property 
taxes represented 47 percent of the town's entire tax levy, while 
CIP property taxes attributed for 53 percent. That ratio remained 
consistent for Fiscal year 1995 thanks to in increase in the classi- 


fication shift to 1.55 
In FY96. and FY97, however, residential property taxes repre- 
sented 49 percent of the total levy leaving CIP to make up the 
remaining 51 percent. 
Each classification contributed 50 percent in FY98 and again in

WILMINGTON - The ongoing 
budget battle between the state 
legislature and the Governor's 
office took another turn on 
November 10, when Governor 
Mitt Romney exercised his 
budget-balancing powers to 
withhold $425 million in spend- 
ing in the current fiscal year. 

Citing his “9C” authority, the 
Governor made the reductions, 
which amount to 1.7 percent of 
the $25.7 billion state budget. 
The power to act comes from 
Chapter 29, Section 9c of the 
state finance law, which per- 
mits the Governor to reduce 
spending if revenues are deter- 
mined by him to be insufficient 
to pay for expenditures.

In a statement released by 
his office, Romney said, “State 
revenues are at an all-time 
high, jobs are being created by 
the thousands and the stock 
market is at historic levels.

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donor, Paul's brother was not a 
match. The family was forced 
to search outside of the family 
to find a suitable match. 

The Wilmington community, 
including generous donations 
from local businesses, rallied 
behind Paul in a bone marrow 
drive held at Wilmington High 
School in April. 

A donor was identified and 
the transplant was performed 
on May 5th. The initial signs 
indicated that Paul's body was 
accepting the transplant, so he 
and his family readied them- 
selves for the long road back to 
recovery.

erosity. Nowadays Thanksgiving gives 

many folks a long weekend and an excuse 

to go shopping on “Black Friday.” 

Thankfulness shows up more on class- 

room activity sheets than as an annual 
exercise around the dining room table. 

Indeed, Thanksgiving's relative market- 
ing obscurity, locked as it is between 
Halloween and Christmas, keeps most 
commercial exploits to foodstuffs. But it's 
wrecked by the power of Black Friday. 
This year, according to estimates from the 
National Retail Federation, “140 million 
shoppers hit the stores on Black Friday, 
spending an average ‘of $360.15, up 18.9 
percent from last year's $302.81.” 
Consumers are expected to spend $457.4 
billion this holiday season, more than dou- 
ble the amount spent for holiday shopping 
in 2003 ($217 billion). While that certainly 
blows away Halloween expenditure, just $5 
billion, its important to note that the NRF 
does not track or project Thanksgiving 
spending at all, it just lumps it in with all 
“holiday” spending. 

Black Friday, that Holy Grail of the 
retail industry, was so coined because 
retailers previously operating “in the red” 
finally break into profitability from the 
healthy shopping the day after 
Thanksgiving. Black Friday, and all its 
goody anticipation, helps us forget tradi- 
tional values of Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. Last year, while Americans 
spent $438.6 billion on holiday gifts and 
decorations, only $125 billion was given to 
charities in the same period. 

Yes, this year I braved the gridlock and 
hit a few stores and outlets on Black 
Friday. I even spent some money too. But 
I want my children to practice those old 
fashioned values of Thanksgiving and 
Christmas seemingly lost in the hustle 
and bustle known as holiday shopping.

For those unfamiliar, the game would begin with approximate- 
ly 50 to 60 fifth-graders standing in a disorganized mob. Whoever 
brought the Nerf football would throw it up in air and as it fell 
back to the Earth everyone tried to catch it like a bunch of old 
maids going for the last bouquet of the wedding season. 

The lucky devil that happened to catch it immediately went into 
a full-tilt serpentine sprint around the playground to avoid the 
angry throng following close on his heels trying to break his 
spine. It was not unlike the running of the bulls in Spain. 

Eventually the horde of maddened ters would catch up 
to and drag the kid down to the ground by weight of sheer num- 
bers, if not athletic ability, The Nerf would pop up and out of the 
crowd an instant before bones started breaking, only to land in 
the willing hands of the next victim. For some reason we all 
wanted a chance to outrun the mob. 

‘The cycle repeated itself over and over until the bell rang or 
until there was a corpse on the playground clutching our beloved 
Nerf with rigor mortis hands. There was no other definitive way 
to end the game, at least none that we were aware of. 

We loved Kill The Kid With The Ball and could play it for hours, 
or at least for the full fifteen minutes allotted to recess. I 
remember only one kid who never wanted to play - he was a 
devout pacifist. We used to chuck the Nerf at him and then gang- 
tackle him where he stood at least two or three times every 


recess. 
Red Rover was another popular game with a strong undercur- 
rent of violence and a real potential for serious injury. If you 
were a “husky” kid, Red Rover was your game. 

Red Rover typically involved approximately 300 second-graders 
split up into two groups. Each group stood on opposite ends of 
the playground with the players of each group standing side by 
side and facing the opposing team so that you've basically got 
two parallel lines of students. 

Each player stretched out his arms and helds onto the hands of 
the player on each side of him. To be completely accurate, play- 
ers don't hold on to each other's hand; they grab at the wrist. It 
is far easier to lose a grip on someone's hand than on someone's 
wrist and any player worth his salt would much rather rip his 
best friend's arm off at the shoulder than risk being the weak- 
link of the team. If your friend's shoulder should happen to rip 
apart, well then you have legitimate cause to be mad at him for 
being such a poorly skilled player. 

The goal of Red Rover is to run through the arms of two play- 
ers on the opposing team causing them to break their connec- 
tion. If you fail to break their connection, then you are a big 
loser and have to stand in their group. 

‘To start the festivities, the leader of one of the groups pulls out 
ajbull horn and yells, “Red Rover, Red Rover, send .. Ahmel right 


‘ean, om e poe tam, seer i on 
s bursts out of his line and sprints towards the opposing team. 


He is running as fast as his little legs will carry him and all the 
while he is scanning the opposing team for the weakest link - the 
anemic kid. 

When I was elementary school, Gregory was the anemic kid. 
Most of us had mercy and would let him play the game without 
running at his fragile arms. The poor kid barely had enough 
energy to stand for the entire recess never mind staving off 60 
pounds worth of angry kid from slamming into his forearm 
eighty times over the course of a recess, so the unwritten Red 
Rover etiquette was not to target Gregory. There were some kids 
somewhat lacking in integrity, of course, who did it anyway. 

Gregory was a sharp kid, however, and he managed to adapt 
and even thrive. By second grade he had a failsafe strategy. 
He'd wait until the kid was inches away from breaking through 
his puny little arm and then he'd raise his pitiful limb up a few 
inches and clothesline his opponent. Gregory's arm would catch 
right under the chin, sending the runner up and over and, rather 
unceremoniously, head first into the ground. 

I suffered from five concussions before I got wise to Gregory's 
new move. 

The star of Red Rover, in my school, was a kid named 
Lunchmeat. Lunchmeat was not fast by any measurable stan- 
dards, but he was big and mean. By fourth grade he was 6'1” 
and 250 pounds. By sixth grade he had a five-o'clock shadow and 
was able to purchase alcohol without being carded. 

When it came to Red Rover, he never ran for the opponents’ 
arms - he ran straight at the chest of a kid on the opposing team. 
N the targeted kid would panic and would 
break from the line without even being touched. Few elementary 
school children have the fortitude to stand in one place while a 
Neandérthal-looking freak runs straight at them: 

The only effective strategy to use against Lunchmeat was to 
put as much space as possible between your team and his. The 
opposing team would go ahead and call Lunchmeat, who'd break 
out of his line and subsequently collapse from exhaustion before 
reaching the other team. 

Lunchmeat turned out to be one of those kids who peaked early 
as far as athletics go. In addition to his vaunted Red Rover 
skills, he was the best kickball player my elementary school has 
ever seen; a virtual celebrity for six years. I'm not kidding. 
He'd kick a home run every single time he got up to the plate and 
then he'd do a slow jog around the bases in his brown corduroy 
pants while the ball bounced around on Route 93 - in Somerville. 
He would finish rounding the bases and then sign a few auto- 
graphs for fans who came in from all over the state to see him 
play. 

Unfortunately for him, Red Rover and kickball tend to lose pop- 
ularity as you move up in the educational system. There is no 
varsity Red Rover team at the high school level and there are no 
Big Ten colleges recruiting all-star kickballers. For this he was 
eternally bitter and constantly recounted the glory days of his 
kickballing years for any who would listen. 

Lunchmeat tried soccer, but he tended only to be good for about 
one kick per day. He also gave football a try, but alas, he found 
i requiring movement and stamina. 

Perhaps the most dangerous of all elementary school games 
was Dodgeball. Dodgeball was truly insidious, because it was 
played in gym class under the “supervision” of the gym teacher 
and participation was requited. Gym teachers are sick individ- 
uals. Gym classes were co-ed at that age and there was no 
mercy offered to the fairer sex. 

Dodgeball and kickball, incidentally, were the only known uses 
for that red textured-vinyl ball from gym class. There is nothing 
else to do with that ball. You'll never see another one of them 
post-elementary school graduation. 


The object of Dodgeball, if you were lucky enough to be on the:

Despite well over 
half (56 percent) of pre-retirees 
expecting to enjoy a standard of 
living similar to or better than 
their own parents, 71 percent of 
respondents feel a lack of 
money in retirement may pre- 
vent their plans.

effect of health care costs on 
their retirement savings. 

A Long and Winding Road 

While the advice pre-retirees 
gave may sound like more of a 
warning and the example they 
set a cautionary tale, baby 
boomers are quick to point out 
that they are looking forward to 
retirement.

classification shift to 2.00 for 
FY04.

Due to a 
technicality regarding the 
length of time a policy must be 
in effect before time of death, 
Paul's life insurance policy will 
not cover the expenses of his 
burial and services. 

The family has indicated that

“I think people have given a 
lot for Paul and his family 
through the bone marrow drive, 
through prayers, cards, and 
thoughts,” said family friend 
Cheryl Kennedy.

It didn’t take long for 
Wilmington to make history. 
Just hand the ball off to senior 
running back Rich Barry and 
the previous 73 years of the 
rivalry quickly were erased. As 
were Tewksbury defenders try- 
ing to stop him. 

Barry rushed for 231 yards 
and scored all three of the 
Wildcats touchdowns to lead 
Wilmington to an 20-7 victory 
over neighbor Tewksbury 
before 2,000 wet and cold fans 
during the 73rd annual 
Thanksgiving Game held at 
Alumni Field. 

Barry scored a pair of first 
quarter touchdowns, and 
Tewksbury could never get on 
track offensively, and the 
Wildcats captured their fourth 
straight victory over the 
Redmen, which had never hap- 
pened before, He finished the 
season with 25 touchdowns, 158 
points, 1,527 rushing yards and 
1,670 total yards of offense. 

Wilmington ends the season 
with a remarkable 9-2 overall 
record, and an 81 Cape Ann 
League mark. While the ‘Cats 
were celebrating its win over 
Tewksbury, Almeida found out 
that North Andover knocked 
off Masconomet, meaning the 
Wildcats joined those two 
teams as tri-champions of the 
CAL. The win also marked the 
100th in the career for Almeida, 
who owned six victories while 
at Somerville and now has won 
94 at WHS. 

“To lose all of the quality 
players that we lost year and 
come into this season and fin- 
ish 9-2, including winning our 
last six games, including 
Tewksbury, and be crowned co- 
champions of the Cape Ann 
League, are you kidding me? 
These kids amaze me just a 
gutsy group of kids,” said 
Wilmington head coach Bob 
Almeida. “That's a very good 
Tewksbury team as we all 
know and they wanted this 
game very badly. I told our 
kids that they had to survive 
the first two series with emo- 
tions and then it just comes 
down to us playing.” 

As for Tewksbury, the 
Redmen finish the season with 
a 65 record. This game cer- 
tainly doesn’t reflect the sea- 
son that Brian Aylward and his 
team enjoyed. 

“This (Tewksbury) team 
played great all season,” said 
Aylward. “This was a tough 
team that we faced and our 
eleventh tough team we played. 
(Wilmington) executed better 
offensively than we did and 
they are a good football team.” 

After three offensive series 
resulted in punts, Wilmington 
took advantage of terrific field 
position taking over on the 
Redmen 27, after the Redmen 
were forced to punt out of its 
end zone. From the 27, it took 
five running plays, four by 
Barry, who ended the quick 
drive scoring from three yards 
out for the 6-0 lead. Greg 
Stewart's PAT kick was good 
and the hometown team led 7-0. 

Stewart intercepted his first 
of two passes four plays after 
Barry’s score. Two plays after 
that, Barry went to his right 
completely untouched and 
scored what turned out to be 
the game winning touchdown 
from 50 yards out, making it 
two scores within 2:09 and 
pushing the ‘Cats lead to 140 
with 23 seconds left in the first 
quarter. 

“The whole season the offen- 


can’t say enough about those 
guys,” said Barry. “Even Greg 
Stewart (lining up) at wide 
receiver did an awesome job 
just making blocks. It was just 
an awesome job by everybody.” 

But Tewksbury didn’t quit. 
Wilmington tried to catch the 
Redmen off guard with an 
onside kick but the Redmen 
recovered at its own 47. From 
there Tewksbury strung togeth- 
er a 13-play, 57 yard drive 
capped off by a 5-yard touch- 
down run by sophomore back 
Joel Altavesta. Derek Lowe's 
kick was good and the lead was 
cut in half at 14-7. 

“At halftime it was tough 
because we had the lead,” said 
Wilmington’s Kyle Borseti. “We 
had to make sure everyone in 
the locker room knew there 
was still 22 minutes left to play. 
Everybody was jumping at 
halftime and they came out fly- 
ing around in the second half 
and played great.” 

The score remained that way 
until the opening drive of the 
third quarter. After a first 
down put the ball on the 
Redmen 47, Barry again went 
off right tackle and cut through 
the Redmen defense and 
scored his third touchdown and 
Wilmington never looked back 
from its 20-7 lead, 

Tewksbury really struggled 
on its final four drives, two of 
which resulted in punts, one 
resulted in coning up short on 
fourth down, and the last ended 
when Greg Stewart intercepted 
his second pass with 5:30 left in 
the game. 

“They gave us similar looks 
defensively that we have seen 
with a lot of other teams this 
season but (Wilmington’s) per- 
sonal was a little bit better in 
some areas,” said Aylward. 
“But we weren't as sharp offen- 
sively as we have been all sea- 
son and that’s a shame. 
Wilmington deserves a lot of 
credit, They are well coached 
and their kids play hard. They 
came out ready and they kept 
up their intensity the whole 
game and they were able to 
bring it on this day. We just 
haven't been able to match that 
the last couple of years. It’s not 
that our kids aren’t trying. We 
tried some different things, but 
Wilmington played great.” 

Although it didn’t show in this 
game, the Redmen should be 
extremely proud of its season. 
Much like Wilmington in the 
preseason, no one would have 
thought that Tewksbury would 


finish with a 6-5 record pulling 
off victories against a handful 
of very good teams including 
Tyngsboro, Chelmsford, 
Dracut, Billerica, and then top- 
ping it off with wins over 
Haverhill and Methuen. 
Aylward spoke at length about 
his seniors and what they 
meant to the program. 

“They were great,” he said. “I 
didn’t want their season to end 
this way. They did so many 
great things this year. We're 
going to reap the benefits next 
year because of the leadership 
these guys provided this year. 
We know have to get back to 
the drawing board, and get 
right back at it for next year’s 
season.” 

Tewksbury managed just 159 
total yards of offense, and 
struggled on the ground man- 
aging just 2.2 yards per carry, 
with just 87 yards coming on 38 
carries. Wilmington’s defensive 
line really dominated through- 
out all four quarters. 

“They were absolutely phe- 

said Almeida, of his 
defensive line unit.

And 
Steve Stewart, who alternated 
snaps, only tried one pass 
which was incomplete. 

“Rich (Barry) was also out of 
his mind,” said Almeida. “I 
can't imagine and I don’t know 
how a kid gets 231 yards 
against a team like Tewksbury.

Large). 

Although both teams had

» quarter and 21-0 at the half. 


Once again it was the power- 
ful ground game of the Rams 
that got the job done, as they 
piled up more than 300 yards 
rushing on the day, led by 
junior Pat Fullerton’s 172 yard, 
three touchdown performance 
and followed closely by fresh- 
man Chris Clark, who ran for 
103 yards of his own.

Connolly 
gets 
back on 
her feet

Rebecca Connolly took a 17- 
year break from competitive 
running, but the way she's 
been going lately, it's like 
she's never left. 

This fall Connolly has com- 
peted in almost 10 road races, 
and she considers it her off- 
season. The 40-year-old moth- 
er, of two runs the 400 meters 
and 800 meters in the spring 
and summer. This past sum- 
mer she set two female over- 
30 Massachusetts records in 
both those races. 

Connolly started running 
competitively in middle 
school.

Personally, she 
is'third in the country in the 
400 and eighth in the 800. 

‘This fall Connolly has fre- 
quented the results list of 
many local road races. She 
says her favorite event was 
back in October. It was

Mile. She was the first woman 
finisher, coming in with a 
time of 5:10, which was good 
enough for fifth place overall. 

"It was the best mile time 
I've ever run," she said. "I 
don't even think I could have 
run that in college." 

Connolly says she runs 
about 25 miles a week, which 
is significantly less that most 
distance runners. She cites 
not just the physical, but also 
the mental advantages to run- 
ning at her age. 

"It really helps psychologi- 
cally and reduces stress," she 
said. "Some people like to 
exercise, but when I do it, I 
exercise hard. For me to run 
a race is a kick."

In trying to tell the story 
ef the life and death of 
Robert F. Kennedy, ‘Bobby” 
writer-director Emilio 
Estevez takes an interesting 
approach. 

Rather than try to get an 
actor to hone a Boston 
accent (a notoriously diffi- 
cult assignment in 
Hollywood), he instead cre- 
ates 22 fictional characters, 
individuals representing the 
type of people who may have 
been in the Ambassador 
Hotel on June 4, 1968, and 
has their stories connect in 
the ballroom, just as 
Kennedy was giving his vic-

So many people come and 
so many people go, and the 
movie bounces between them 
all so quickly, it's impossible 
to get to know or sympathize 
with any of them. And when 
the bullets start flying wildly 
in the hotel kitchen, it's hard 
to care whether any of them 
make it out alive. 

Estevez probably could 
have cut the cast in half and 
been much better off. Did we 
really need all this: Lindsay 
Lohan is a young woman 
marrying a high sehool 
classmate (Elijah Wood) to 
keep him from being shipped 
to Vietnam; Sharon Stone is 
an aging beautician, with 
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cheating, hotel-manager hus- 
band; Laurence Fishburne is 
the hotel's philosophical sous 
chef; Martin Sheen, as an 
East Coast executive trying 
to reconnect with his much 
younger wife, played by 
Helen Hunt. 

Other storylines work 
well. Demi Moore does some 
of her best work in years as 
a pop singer who's too drunk 
to realize she's past her 
prime. 

Joshua Jackson is solid as 
one of Kennedy's top cam- 
paign aides, and Ashton 
Kutcher (maybe he and 
Moore came as a combo 
package at the casting call?) 
provides some laughs as the 
intensely earnest drug dealer 
who introduces a couple of 
young, impressionable cam- 
paign volunteers (Shia 
LeBeouf and Brian 
Geraghty ) to LSD. 

“Bobby” is a great idea 
turned much too grandiose.

Since the Connery era the 
British secret agent has been 
played by a succession of 
actors led by Roger Moore 
and most recently Pierce 
Brosnan, Many filmgoers 
felt the series had run its 
course and a level of pre- 
dictability had settled in 
there was always the opening 
action scene, usually in some 
hostile setting like North 
Korea, along with the trade- 
mark Bond girls, the irasci- 


ble villain and his loyal lieu- 
tenant who would always be 
whacked first by Bond, the 
lovable supporting charac- 
ters like “Q” and “M” and of 
course the latest gizmos and 
gadgets.

The result is a throwback 
to the Sean Connery era. 
Craig plays Bond in a high 
tech world in which people 
are forever gabbing into 
their cell phones and text 
messaging each other. Bond 
even has an implanted chip 
linked to a Global Positioning 
System so M can keep tabs 
on his whereabouts. But the 
new and improved James 
Bond is once again a potent 
killing machine that shows 
no mercy to his soon-to-be 
victim(s). 

The new, better-condi- 
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tioned Bond is a super fast 
runner and incredibly agile 
as he pursues the bad guys 
while dangling on construc- 
tion cranes and other such 
convenient props, all stunts 
performed at breakneck 
speed that causes one’s eye- 
balls to pop in amazement. 
There are links to the past 
in the form of M (a superb 
Judi Dench) and the trade- 
mark introduction, which in 
this movie comes as an epi- 
logue: “The name js 
Bond...James Bond.”

“Two Winchester police 
officers spoke to the School 
Committee at a meeting 
about the decision to cut the 
number of crossing guards in 
the town by seven,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“Lt. Kenneth Albertelli, 
the acting chief of police, 
and Safety Officer Sgt. 
Arthur Houllahan, explained 
why each of the crossing 
guard positions was recom- 
mended to be reduced. The 
cuts brought the total num- 
ber of crossing guards from 
25 to 18. 

“We determined that 
some of the posts weren’t as 
busy and, because of the 
walking patterns, could be 
eliminated,’ said Houllahan. 

“The crossing guard at 
Highland Avenue and 
Winthrop Street was elimi- 
nated because the intersec- 
tion has ‘limited pedestrian 
traffic, said Houllahan. A 
safe, alternate route is to 
continue north on Highland 
using a newly-installed side- 
walk, then cross at Highland 
Avenue and Mystic Valley 
Parkway. 


“At Main and Swanton 
streets, the guard was cut 
because ‘the traffic is very 
light,’ said Houllahan. The 
iersectian also has a pedes- 
trian stop signal. The guards 

at Washington Street/Cross 
Street and Washington 
Street/Forest Street were 
eliminated for the same rea- 
sons. 

“The Ridge  Street/ 
Buckman Drive intersection 
also has light pedestrian 
traffic, said Houllahan, elimi- 
nating the need for a guard. 

“Children can use the 
sidewalk on the west sidé of 
Ridge Street, so there is’a 
safe alternate route, he said. : 

“The guard at Dix Street 
and Vine Street was also cut, 
since it has ‘always been lim- 
ited use) said Houllahan. He 
said that at the 
Sylvester/Canal/Middlesex 
intersection, the guard was 

taken out because there is: 
‘limited vehicle traffic’ and 
‘good visibility’ 

“'We try to be as efficient 
as possible in terms of cross-,,’ 
ing guards without compro- 
mising the safety of the stu-..
